VrCE-ADMIRALTT JURISDICTION, 
CorrsEHi-ATiVESiis we hope to he considered 
of whatever is g 0Q d in Ci-vil Institutions, 
and sharing in Common tilth the rest of 
mankind, an imnression that what has 
stood Uie test of ages must rest on some 
round, and rational foundation, we have 
yet hecn unable to discover for what wise 
or useful purpose a Vice-Admiralty Juris- 
aiclion iras eyer inflicted upon the much 
enduring colony of Neiv South Wales. 
An ancient jurisdiction beyond all doubt 
it is, and therefore, we suppose, to he 
called " tiinc-honoured," a form uf eulogy 
tvhich ^eems to he used for things that 
cannot he honoured Tor nay other reason 
than their age. We are even told by 
Coke Littleton, 2611, that, " the Admiral 
aod the Court of Admiralty, have heen, 
time tint, of mind, snd so, it was said, jn 
the time of RiCUano I. rT Thus has a 
Jurisdiction, established at a period of 
comparative barbarism, survived the 'shock 
of revolutions, tEie change of dynasties, ttte 
attaclcs of innovation; although it is just 
all out as applicable to modem civilisation 
* n d t r) a i p s o f b a s i a ts s ,as R i c 1 1* it rt I . h i rn sc i f 
would he, if he cuuld be now raised from 
the dead, and sent in full suit of armour, 
to transact business on the Royal Ex- 
change. Whether it be indolence, love 
of ease, diffidence and apprehension of ill 
consequences from new experiments, or a 
mixture of all tlipse feelings, we never 
find old forms, or old institutions, got rid 
of, or even disturbed, until they have been 
grumbled al, and condemned by, succes- 
sive generations. And thus it is, we take 
it, that in England at this present time, 
when her vast comuiercial and manufac- 
turing interests hive altogether outgrown 
her judicia.1 ,;,-,,] juridical polity, eo much 
remains to be done in the way of law re- 
form. But Parliament is stirring. A 
cumbrous and expensive system of con- 
veyancing, based upon a feudal scheme of 
society, and no inure applicable to our 
modern condition than to the cir- 
cumstances of another planet, is 
aLout to le simplified and 
and improved, under the able suggestions 
of the moat enlightened lawyers of our 
day. Local Courts- are at length esta- 
blished in England, by which cheap law 
is carried to every man's door. Whilst, 
therefore, this modern spirit of legislating 
for modern men and things is thus casting 
about for objects on which to employ 
itself, lie may he sure that civil law ' 
diction will soon be among 
thai were. 

And why not 1 ? Why should trial hy 
jury be a good thing to decide disputed 
contracts made on land, and not be equally 
good for the settlement of those disputed 
contracts made (or supposed to he made) 
at sea, which afterwards furnish business 
for ihe Vice-Admiralty Court? Whenever 
we praise trial by jury— whenever we ex- 
nrcasour admiration vi pwiiit^ify „T judicial 
investigations, we unconsciously condemn 
the whole system of civil law procedure 
There we have no trial by jury. There 
we have no publicity of investigation. 
As secret as the Spanish Inquisition, Ihe 
officer of tbe court takes the evidence of 
the witnesses, whilst the parties are care- 
fully ei eluded, To natural reason it 
would appear that the man who examines 
witnesses in a caje nughf previously to 
know something about the facts of the 
ease. But as civil law procedure soars 
altogether above natural reason and vulgar 
nisi print views, the officer of the court is 
made ^examiner, apparently because he 
must know less about the case than any 
body else. In the fulness of time comes 
what is called "publication of the evi- 
dence," upon which the advocates" of the 
parties address the court for their respec- 
tive clients. ' This Court hein^a learned 
barrister, who probably knows ahuut as 
much of the inside of a ship, or of the 
inauners of its tenants, as lie does of the 
morals of the tnliabitaDts of the moon, is 
required of himself to consider and to 
pronounce judgment upon every case 
that comes before him. Upon 
this scheme jurors appear lo be use- 
less if you take them Co sea (even 
in imagination), and if they are admitted 
by eivilians to be the bulwarks of British 
liberty at all, they can only be considered 
as the bulwarks of that portion of Bri- 
tish liberty which may be distinguished 
as ash ore-going liberty, and such frac- 
tional portion of floating liberty, as 
the Admiralty leaves to be dealt with by 
common law. 

We have read of the surprise of M. Dn- 
Hour (the celtbrated Genevese juriscon- 
sult, and redaclen of Bentiiim's Works), 
at the absurd and contradictory jurisdic- 
tions, which at the present time exist in 
England. There seeus to us to be more 
groundfor regret, ttlanl-ir surprise. Never 
.since the days of King ^Leasii, has any 
attempt been made in linghnd to codify 
or systematise her laws; or more nearly 
to adapt them to modern necessities. 
Common I. an', and Common Lo»v proce- 
dure, — Eouity, and Equity prwedute, 
Kcclesiaslical and Admiralty Ctr tJ -ts t 
have all issued out of the dark pertsds 
of our history - t Common Law, it .

hy way of dignified toleration, but all 
working their way into husiness, that is 
into the public pocket, with singular and 
exemplary perseverance. Our judicial 
institutions, therefore, have only tram 
time to time become in some degree, and 
after much inconvenience, approximated 
to public necessities, by the ktud of pro- 
cess which has been errpresaively described 
as " a bit by bit reform." England at the 
present period, with her hosts of Commis- 
sions, sitting for the purpose of devising 
schemes for the amendment of her juris- 
prudence, reminds us of nothing so much 
as a great hoy, just swelling into a man, 
whose youthful Eguie having been ori- 
ginally indued in a skeleton jacket and 
trousers, has been allowed by his parents 
and guardians toenpand and burst through 
the early costume, until it hangs in lags 
aburit his nuit* exposed and manly 
limbs ; whilst the different boards of 
commissioners resemble a conjmittee of 
(ailiirs consulting upon the best mesa* 
of patching the rents, — not of supplying a 
new suit of clothes.

There 
nag been too much cause [or these contplainls 
against the Company, whose transactions have 
throughout evidently .been the fertile eoutce of 
much embarrassment snd aiasntiafict ion. The 
claims of the land purohosera may, in some 
instances, ba rather exaggerated; but tna 
Company has tieiet given those claims that at- 
tentive hearing which alone could tend to an 
amicable oel"lementof disputed topics. 

Tho sentimenis expressed in the insolations, 
as to the relati-re position of the Company and 
the purchasers, and tlis course the former 
ought to pursue in ila inextricable difficulties, 
are dictated by honesty and common sense, 
snd if fallowed out would doubtless lead to s 
far mora satisfactory state of things then at 
present prcrsila in tho Company's settlements.
